In the 16 years since the first edition appeared the Containerisation International Yearbook has 
established an enviable reputation as the one indispensable reference source for container executives

First introduced into the 1974 edition with details of just 304 ships, the containership vessel register 
has become one of the most widely used and quoted sections.

The updating of the tape at the end of March will bring the total number of vessels included to well 
over 3,600. 


By cutting out many hours of mathematical calculation the tape will be an essential aid to ship operators 
and builders, naval architects and research consultants, government departments and financial 
institutions, and particularly to all involved in route analysis and planning. 


With the tape will come a tape dump showing tape labels and first few blocks, a list of route abbreviations 
used, together witii a list of vessels renamed since 1 November 1984.
